Career undecided? Counseling offered 


(especially auto- 
mobiles), general police areas and agri- 


One of the most maddening decisions 
some students can make is that of what 
career field to enter. Many students 
are not aware of the multitude of career 
choices offered at Hartnell and should 
perhaps look into some of the lesser 
known career fields. 

Dr. David A. Lien, associate dean of 
careers, says “eighty per cent of the jobs 
today do not require a 4-year college 
degree. Only 10 per cent are in the pro- 
fessions, such as medicine, dentistry and 
law. These figures are from the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, U.S. Department of 
Labor.” 

Hartnell offers a surprising number of 
programs for which less than two years 
of college is sufficient. A sampling fol- 
lows: real estate, banking and finance, 
insurance, aviation, vocational nursing, 
six different apprenticeship groups, civil 
highway and ornamental horticulture. 


Programs which require two or more 
years of college include the fields of jus- 
tice, correctional administration, library 
technology, auto mechanics, early child- 
hood education and agriculture. 

According to: Dr. Lien, the general 
areas in which good job opportunities 
exist today include: the business areas, 


all the technologies 


culture. Dr. Lien commented, “we are 
wide open for agriculture students. We 
are in the process of trying to build the 
strongest agriculture department in the 
state.” He explained that the commun- 
ity has expressed an interest in seeing 
a good agricultural program at the col- 
lege. 

The agricultural department is in its 
infancy this semester and is headed by 
Dr. Arden Christiansen. Agriculture 
was previously under the jurisdiction of 
the technology department. 

A committee has been formed to look 
into the development of a career center 
for Hartnell. Leland Smith, a new coun- 
selor for Hartnell, and a member of the 
career center committee, says that it 
might include audio-visual materials, as 
well as books and pamphlets on careers. 
It depends upon the state of the budget. 

Students interested in obtaining career 
information may consult the pamphlet 
files and books such as The Occupational 
Ooutlook Handbook located in the li- 
brary. Further publications on careers 
are situated in Dr. Lien’s office. In- 
dividual counselors are available for 
career counseling.

Chicanos talk justice, 
Alioto didn’t show 


Forty Chicano law students, statewide, 
met here over the weekend to discuss 
justice in American society with a little 
less attendance than anticipated. 

All the announced candidates for gov- 
ernor were invited, including Mayor 
Alioto, who even accepted, but, like the 
others, did not show up. 

According to MEChA advisor Robert 
Melendes, “the conference exemplified 
the need for more political activism, and 
was due to the lack of sensitivity and 
response on the part of candidates and 
politicos invited. They must be shown 
that they have a responsibility to all 
segments of our society, including youth 
and the minorities. Equity, parity, full 
participation and the reality of a fully 
democratic society, can only be achieved 
through the responses of our leadership 
to the needs of those deprived of an 
adequate education, faced with overt and 
covert discrimination, and lacking eco- 
nomic resources with which to insure for 
themselves the ‘positive response of 
American institutions. 

“One of the major questions debated 
by the conference participants was the 
over-all philosophy to be adopted by the 
group. Were they to adopt old tradi- 
tional capitalistic goals and objectives 
and practices of contemporary jurispru- 
dence, or is there a need to reorient and 
redirect the energies and expertise of 
lawyers of the future to more humanistic 
goals?”

Apparently many students on_ this 
campus believe that the purpose of their 
elected representatives on the student 
commission is to provide the student 
population with social activities. While 
this may seem quite important to those 
students whose capacity for creative use 
of their free time does not extend far 
beyond that of dragging Main Street, 
one is inclined to believe that there are 
much more important questions that the 
student governmental system must. re- 
solve. 


Hartnell has been analogized by a past 
A.S.B. president to “a high school with 
ashtrays.” This absurd idea is_per- 
petuated when allegedly mature indiv- 
iduals feel that the student government 
should concern itself with such mo- 
mentous decisions as whether or not 
there will be a dance after a football 
game. To this writer and to what the 
writer believes to be the majority of 
students, there are three questions that 
should be of concern to the student com- 
mission: 1) How can the student gov- 
ernment be reorganized to provide needed 
services to the students; 2) How can the 
government aid in maintaining a high 
quality of education, and 3) Are the 
students adequately involved in decisions 
that affect the college. 


Before the first question can be re- 
solved one must ask the fundamental 
question, “Is it the responsibility of the 
student government to act as a social 
organizing committee, or should the.com- 
mission concern itself with programs that 
could help all students?” To individuals 
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who are concerned with the quality of 
education at Hartnell, the answer is the 
latter. Dances, concerts and speakers 
could be planned by individual clubs, 
acting with the framework of the Inter- 
Club Council or in conjunction with other 
social activity oriented organizations, 
such as Hartnell Presents. In an at- 
tempt to answer that all important ques- 
tion, “When will there be a concert?” 
we have forgotten about such needed ser- 
vices as, free legal counseling, already 
provided by M.P.C., free medical coun- 
seling, provided at West Valley College 
and Cabrillo, or a combined student, 
faculty and administration fund raising 
drive, like the one conducted by Stan- 
ford. 


The second question, the most im- 
portant, is maintaining a high quality of 
education. Students can actively par- 
ticipate by honestly and fairly answer- 
ing the teacher evaluation questionnaire 
and by student government contacting 
recent graduates of Hartnell to determine 
in what areas their classes were deficient. 

Are student adequately represented? 
There are openings on almost all college 
committees for students . . . the only in- 
gredient missing is enough students to 
attend these committees. Those students 
whose constant refrain is “there’s nothing 
to do at Hartnell” should remember a 
very old cliche, “You don’t get some- 
thing for nothing.”
